3.600 DEAD IN ONE PROVINCE 


Tokio, Alaivh 11—(U.R)—The cas­ 
ualty list in 
the 
southern 
Japan 
earthquake took a great jump today 
when communication was restored to 
isolated inferior points. 
In the entire district rocked 
by 
the quake, there were 
more 
than 
9,000 known casualties and the fig­ 
ure probably will exceed 10,000. 
In northern Tango province alone 
3,600 were known to be dead. 
Alany persons were found

on isolated farms in the rural dis 
triets. Scores apparently had died 
of exposure when injuries

what to expect. But there are 
the 
“ invisible” taxes that will he levied 
upon the people that may be traced | 
directly to the acts of the legisla­ 
ture. 
These will accumulate in the form 
of added living expenses, such 
as 
will likely result from the creation 
of useless and “ non-essential” com­ 
missions to “ regulate” the 
beauty 
parlors and the barber s h o p s of the 
state. Of course, as is always argued 
by the folks who dig into the public 
treasury, if will cost nothing because

been found to be the most expensive 
one in history. 


The 
biennial appropriation 
bill 


carried with it a sum very close to 
#5(1,011(1,11011, which was an increase 
of almost *:;,0(MI,<mo over tUe appro- 
priations of the 1!^5 session. By no 
stretch of the imagination could this 
be looked upon as economy. 


The increase 
in 
appropriations 


does not represent all that the ses- 
sion of the legislature cost the peo- 
ple of the state. If the bare appro- 
priations made were all, the 
tax- 


payers of Indiana would know just 
wliat to expect. But there are 
the 


"invisible" taxes that will be levied 
upon the people that may be traced 
directly to the acts of the legisla- 
ture. 


These will accumulate in the ±orm 


of added living expenses, such 
as 


will likely result from the creation 
of useless and "non-essential" com- 
missions to "regulate" the beauty 
parlors and the barber shops of the 
state. Of course, as is always argued 
by the folks who dig into the public 
treasury, it will cost nothing because 
"fees" and "licenses" pay the bills. 
I'.ut it 'must not be forgotten that the 
consumer is the only source of mon- 
ey and if he doesn't pay for the add- 


t cil frills of government in taxes, he 


will have to pay in some oilier way. 


While providing money so liberal- 


ly, the legislature was parsimonious 
with one very essential 
department 


of slate government—the 
highway 


commission, it is estimated that the 
bard road program J'or l!l-7 
will 


have to be reduced by eighty miles 
on account of the failure of the leg- 
islature to allow the proper amount 
of money.
